Tjie  aiirual  fie;.'!  sr. .r-vo.}-  to  determine  the  corn-:or3r  iii/cstation  ol" 
the  1927  com  crcp  in  the  clean-up  car.ipai£p.a  area  was  jep,mi  Ax-.gist  15  -under 
the  direction  of  D.J.-^'af frey  of  the  Bureau  of  Ent o.aol d::^.-,  Kct  later  than 
Septem'ber  SO  lir.  Caff  ?cy  expects  tj  ha^e  the  data  co.u^oletc,  v/f- h  avera.-es, 
totals,  and  all  such  fchinc^s  fcr  the  entire  infested  area. 

Approicimately  £130  to'*-nshi2:s  are  "being  survejecl ,  involvi7ig  five  corn- 
fields per  tov/nship.    Within  each  field  a  census  is  ta^sn  Idj  corn-borer  e::- 
perts  experienced  ir  loca-'jin^  the  destiuctive  "borer.     '^Jlie  "best  of    the  corn- 
borer  scouts  who  ha^e  been  with  the  work  for  .30iae  time  are  used  in  this  sur- 
vey. 

The  survey  ^i,--.  not  startO'-;  until  the  "tjcreis  hs-d  bei-::uji  to  reach  ma- 

tnri  ty . 

Last  year's  curvey  shov;-ed  an  alarming  increase  of  about  five  borers 
to  every  one  of  th3  previous  year.    The  heav:.e3t  infestation  was  on  the 
shores  of  the  Grost  Lahes,  reaching  243  borers  per  100  sta-lks  in  Cnitia  town- 
ship, S-G.  Clo,ir  Ccvnty,  ilich.;     174  borers  per  100  stalks      in  Jerusalem 
tov/nship,    Lucas.  fJ'^^orty,  Ohio:  -/hile  a  number  of  lake  toraships  showed  an 
infestation  of  30  borers  or  r/ior  ;  per  100  staP.ks.

Taking  a  hypothetical  case 

If  96  per  cent  of  the  borers  v/erc  destroyed  in  the 
clean-up  campaign,  there  wo  old  be  4  out  of  every  100 
borers  still  at  large. 

Of  tliesc  4  borers,  2  will  normally  be  females  la^dng 
^  400  eggs  apiece,  or  800  eggs. 

Only  about  120  or  15  per  cent  vail  become  established,  as  the  infant 
mortality  among  borers  is  fortunately  very  high. 

If  these  120  borers  sxirvive  the  many  pitfalls  and  dingers  of  a  borer's 
life,  the  possible  rate  of  incree.se  v.ill  be  1  arLd  l/S  borers  this  year 
for  every  borer  last  year  as  compared  v;ith  a  possible  increase  of  30 
vathout  the  clean-up,  or  last  year's  increase  of  5,  or  yet  aga.in  Llichigan' s 
last  yea.r's  record  of  7  borers  for  each  borer  of  the  previous  year.

TiI3  L0"'.7-D0'w1T      Tests  conducted  under  favorable  field  conditions  in  Lucas 
ON  Counxy,  Ohio,  showed  83  to  90  per  cent  of  the  stubble  2 

CUl'TIITG  inches  or  less  in  height  when  cut  with  a  com  binder  equip- 

ped with  a  special  low-cutting  attachment,  reports  C.O.Eeed, 
in  charge  of  the  engineering  division,  corn-borer  control.    Throe  leading 
makes  of  com  binders  were  used  in  these  tests,  which  shov.'ed  that  with  a 
low-cutting  attach-raent  stalks  can  easily  be  cut  within  4  Indies  of  Hie 
grovjid  an.d  in  the  majority  of  cases  2  inches. 
A  remonstrant  ion 

on  September  2 

showed  the  possibilities 
of  these  self  binders  vath  low-cutting  e.ttacnr.ients  to  extension  directors 
and  corn-borer  officials  gathered  at  Toledo  to  inspect  them. 

Tlie  departi.ient  pl?jis  to  parchase  50  of  these  binders  for 
tise  in  demonstrations.    At  the  conference  200  demonstrations  v/ere  arrang- 
ed for  under  the  aaspices  of  the  State  extension  divisions  of  the  five 
Sto.tes  included  in  the  canpaign. 

These  machines  will  be  scheduled  through  the  directors  of 
extension  and  v/iil  be  ready  for  their  demonstration  tour  September  12,

Sver;/  farmer  in  the  area  infested  vath  corn  "borers  is  receiving 
a  cop^""  of  the  com-'borer  acreage  qu.es tiorjaai re  frora  Toledo  headquarters. 
I'hG  farmers  are  asked  to  give  a  description  of  their  corn  acreage  and 
hov/  it  is  handled,  and  the  apparent  corn-borer  infestation. 

In  the  letter  o.cccmpanying  the  fvaestionnaire ,  L.  Ho  \7orthley, 
administrator,  Earopean  com-'borer  control,  says: 

"Alone  you  can  not  win  the  hattle  with  the  "borer,  neither  can  we. 
It  is  going  to  talce  all  of  us  —  you,  your  neighbors,  us,  everybody  work- 
ing   togather  in  orgsaiized  effort, 

"As  v;e  x^iglit  to  save  yoi.ir  cornfields,  vdll  you  help  us? 

'^vhat  we  need  rigb.t  now  is  a  sum'nary  of  the  conditions  in  t"ne 
territory  infested  "by  the  oorer.    Then  we  can  plan  for  the  work  to  'oe 
done  this  fall  and  ne:/rfc  spring  in  a  v/ay  to  he  of  most  value  to  you  in 
ycur  figjit  and  in  our  fight  to  keep  the  "borer  do\7n  in  your  fields."

Tiie  quarantine  area  has  again  heen  esta'blished  around 
the  infested  region  s.nd  inspectors  stationed  on  all 
main  highv/aya  leading  oiit  of  the  area  with  orders  to 
stop  all  vehicles  to  see  if  tliey  are  carrying  green 
com. 

SecausG  of  -ihis  precaution,  dangerously  infested 
material  was  prevented  from  going  to  Iowa  in  three  in- 
stances and  to  Florida  in  tv/o  instances  last  year, 

Durin.g  the  v/eek  of  Aug\'.st  14  this  year  133,439 
cars  were  stopped  on  the  high;;.?.ys  leading  out  of  the  Ohio  quarantined 
area,  and  160  dozen  ears  of  corn  were  taken,  many  of  them  being  foimd  to 
contain  "borers.
